The  Borough  of  Stourbridge, 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Centlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  ynn  my  Annusd,  iReport 
for  the  year  1 951 . 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year 
continued  to  bo  satisfactory. 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  rose  from  ZjjOA  to  46I , 
the  death  rate  (12,36  per  thousand)  compared  favourably  with  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (12, 5)« 

Mortality  from  cancer  increased  from  49  to  81  cases, 
and  heart  disease  accounted  for  139  deaths  as  against  I48.  Those 
diseases  were  again  the  chief  causes  of  death. 

The  respiratory  diseases  Influenza,  Pneijmonia  and 
Bronchitis,  T/erc  responsible  for  a  total  of  70  deaths,  as  oomparod 
with  34  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  no  confirmed  case  of 
Polionyelitis  occurredin  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Likewise  there  was  no  confirmed  case  of  Diphtheria, 
and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  last  four  years  only 
one  case  has  occurred.  It  is  of  paramount  importance,  however,  that 
an  adequate  level  of  immunisation,  which  has  undoubtedly  been 
responsible  for  this  achievement,  should  be  maintained,  and  parents 
should  be  ever  mindful  of  the  dangers  of  Diphtheria  unless  they  have 
their  children  protected  by  immunisation.  It  is  only  by  this  means 
that  the  disease  can  be  kept  in  check. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  decreased  from  76  to  45j 
v/hilst  Measles,  in  common  v/ith  the  national  incidence,  increased  from 
83  to  647  cases,  the  majority  occurring  in  the  first  four  months  of 
the  year.  Whooping  Cough  dooroased  from  71  cases  to  41  •  There  wore 
no  deaths  from  these  infections. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  consideration 
at  all  times,  and  to  Dr.  Melville,  I/lr,  Kent  and  the  Departmental  staff 
my  thanks  are  also  duo  for  their  efficient  and  loyal  service,

Laboratory  Eaoilities 

Examination  of  clinical  material  (sputum,  swabs  etc.)  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  Service,  Royal  Infirmary, 
Vforcester,  as  are  also  consumer  samples  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream* 
Producer  saaiples  of  milk  and  Y/ater  are  examined  bac ter io logically  by 
the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester,  in  addition  to  all  chemical  samples 
of  food,  djTugs  and  water. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 


There  are  t-^o  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
Borough.  That  in  Stourbridge  is  at  40,  New  Road,  and  the  Centre  at 
Lye  is  in  Orchard  Lane. 


Prevention  of  Diphtheria

SECTION  C 

SMITARY  CIRCUI\/[ST.ANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
YiT at e r  Supplies 

The  Water  supply  to  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Stourbridge  is 
controlled  by  the  Stourbridge  and  District  Y/ater  Board.  The  Board  was 
constituted  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1909  e.nd  is  composed  of  'twelve  men±)ers 
nominated  by  the  Borough  of  Stourbridge,  and  the  Urban  District  Councils 
of  Amblecote  and  Brierley  Hill.  It  operates  three  pumping  stations,  two 
of  Y/hich  are  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  limblecote  and  the  third  in 
Brierley  Hill  Urban  District. 

At  each  of  the  pumping  stations  there  are  two  boreholes;  these 
are  tube  protected  for  part  of  their  full  depth  and  generally  penetrate  into 
the  upper  Bunter  Sandstone,  middle  Bunter  and  Pebble  Beds  of  the  Lower  Bun-er 
Sandstroe.  The  vriiole  of  the  supply  is  pumped  into  two  well  defined  areas  of 
supply  the  high  level  and  the  low  level.  The  high  level  area,  the  consumption 
of  whiA  averages  kOO.OOO  gallons  per  day  is  normally  supplied  by  the 
Coalboumebrook  Pumping  Station  and  a  Stsaidby  is  av^lable  at  laU  Meafcw 
Station.  Both  these  Stations  are  in  Jimblocote.  A  balance  tarfc  for  this 
area  is  available  at  Vfyohbury  Hill  and  has  a  capacity  of  350,000  gallons. 

It  is  in  the  low  level  area  of  supply  that  the  major  part  of  the 
Borough  of  Stourbridge  is  situated.  The  consumption  in  this  area  is  in  cho 
region  of  1,500,000  gallons  per  day  averaged  throughout  tte  ye^,  ^d  is 
^rmlly  suppled  now  by  the  Tack  Lane  Pumping  Station.  This  Station  has 
beerin  full  operation  since  January,  ^9hS,  and  has  provided  a  bountyul 
s^l^of  v/ater  of  a  much  softer  quality  than  has  hitherto  been  avaalt*lo 

in  the  area. 

The  Duplicate  pumping  plant  for  the  Tack  Lane  Station  is  now 
being  erected. 

Standby  plant  is  available  at  Coalboumebrook  Pumping  Station 
and  at  Mill  Meadow  for  the  supply  of  the  low  level  area. 

A  balance  tank  of  900,000  gaUons  capacity  is  situated  at  Doctor  s 

Hill.  -  7  “ 
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PrainagQ  and  Sov/erage 

The  main  sev/ers  in  the  Stourbridge  area  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Stourbridge  Main  Irainage  Board,  The  sev/ers  in  and  V/ollescoto 
area  are  under  the  control  of  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Sev/erage  Board, 

The  sev/age  is  conveyed  to  the  Whittington  sev/age  farms  belonging 
to  these  Boards,  and  is  treated  on  the  Broad  Irrigation  principle. 

Public  Cleansing 


The  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  is  dealt  v/ith 
bj^  controlled  tipping.  Pour  tips  v/ere  is  use,  viz:  Highways  Depot, 
Binninghara  Street;  'Wollaston  Hall  Estate;  Bromley  Street,  Lye;  and 
Hay  Green,  Lye.

Scarlet  Fever 

There  v/ere  forty  five  cases,  compared  'with  seventy  six  in  the  previous 
year.  Generally  the  incidence  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  there  v/ere  no  deaths. 

Food  Poisoning 

Of  the  ten  cases  notified,  eight  were  positive  for  Salmonella  Thompson, 
and  although  all  the  evidence  pointed  to  the  same  source  of  infection  the 
causative  agent  could  not  be  definitely  identified.  In  neither  of  the  other 
cases  also  could  a  definite  cause  be  established,  as  the  suspected  food  had 
all  been  consumed.

Though  happily  since  the  end  of  1947  there  have  been  no  deaths 
from  Diphtheria  and  only  one  proved  case,  theix)  must  be  no  falling 
off  in  Dipihtheria  immunisation  if  v/e  are  to  maintain  this  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  should  a  non-immunised 
child  contract  Diphtheria,  the  chances  of  a  fatal  termnation  are  as 
great  as  ever.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a  Report  on  the 
work  of  your  Public  Health  Department  for  1 951 . 

During  the  year  particular  attention  was  paid  to 
premises  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared  for  sale,  and  a  copy  of  the 
Bye-laws  made  under  Section  15  of  The  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1 938  and 
which  came  into  operation  on  30th  May,  1950  was  issued  to  each 
occupier  and  the  need  for  cleaner  handling  of  food  stressed. 

In  August  an  Automat io  Smoke  Filter  and  a  Lead  Peroxide 
Instrument,  which  indicate  the  amount  of  sulphur  and  smoke  in  the 
atmosphere,  were  installed  at  Orchard  Lane  Clinic,  ijys,  and  in  December ^ ^ 
a  Deposit  Gauge  was  fixed  to  record  rainfall  and  the  total  solids  deposited. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  active  interest 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Coramttee,  and  also  to 
express  thanks  to  Dr,  Corlett  for  his  helpiul  advice  at  all  times,  to 
the  staff  of  tho  Department  for  their  loyal  support,  and  to  the  Town 
Clerk,  A.P.  Druiy,  M.A,  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 

co-operation.

One  sample  of  beer  taken  from  a  public  house  for  the  presence 
of  lead  contamination  Y/as  foYind  to  contain  2.7  paris  per  million  lead,  and 
suitable  representations  were  made  with  a  view  to  the  source  of  contamination 
being  removed. 

In  December  a  bottle  of  pasteurised  milk  which  v/as  brought  to 
the  Department  was  found  to  contain  about  a  dozen  chrysalids  or  puparia  of 
the  "Drosophila  Busckii"  or  Vinegar  Ply  adhering  to  the  inside  of  the  bottle, 

A  report  on  the  life  history  of  this  fly  states; - 

"This  small  fly  has  a  propensity  for  laying  its  eggs  in  the 
fermented  dregs  of  empty  milk  bottles.  Prom  these  hatch  out  the 
larvae  which,  after  a  few  days,  form  chrysalids  or  puparia  v/hioh 
adhere  to  the  sides  of  the  bottles,  this  usually  being  the  first 
evidence  the  dairyman  receives  as  to  the  presence  of  this  fly  in 
his  district.  The  puparia,  v/hich  are  extremely  difficult  to 
detect  in  dry  milk  bottles,  are  broY/nish-yellow  in  colour, 
resembling  hayseeds  in  both  size  and  colour;  have  a  hard 
ohitinous  pupa  case  and  are  cemented  so  strongly  to  the  sides 
of  the  bottles  as  to  be  immovable  by  ordinary  bottle  v/ashing 
procedure. " 

The  matter  v/as  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Suppliers,  and 
the  Borough  Council,  through  the  local  press,  appealed  to  housewives  -  in 
whose  hands  the  remedy  lay  -  to  rinse  and  iretum  milk  bottles  immediately 
after  use.

Muoh  attention  y/as  devoted  during  the  year  to  promoting 
the  cleaner  handling  and  distriburbion  of  food  and  the  services  of 
an  extra  Sanitary  Inspector  v/ere  engaged  primarily  for  this  purpose. 

Visits  to  food  shops,  cafes,  snack  bars,  canteens  and 
bakehouses  in  the  Borough  were  made  and  a  copy  of  the  Byelaws  relating 
to  handling,  vvirapping  and  delivery  of  food  y/as  haaaded  to  the  occupier 
in  each  case.  The  need  for  the  cleaner  handling  of  food  y/as  stressed 
and  the  food  traders  in  the  iimuvn  h-^ve  co-operated. 

The  small  and  congested  general  store,  y/ith  one  assistant 
only  dealing  in  grocery,  provi.sions  and  vegetables  presents  a  problem 
in  so  far  as  it  is  difficult  to  keep  the  shop  clean  and  mo3:e  frequent 
hand  washing  is  desirable. 

In  general  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  food  premises  in  the  Borough,

REFUSE  COLIECTICN  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  Borough  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor,  but  since  1949  the  supervision  of  the 
Tips  has  been  ray  responsibility. 


There  are  four  controlled  Tips  in  the  Borough.  Proper  covering, 
together  with  periodic  treatment,  prevented  any  major  infestation  of  flies  or 
crickets,  and  a  systematic  treatment  for  rat  infestation  kept  rodents  dovm  to 
a  minimum. 

During  the  year  a  nev/  freighter  v/as  delivered,  enabling  the  Council 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  remaining  open  cart  which  had  been  in  operation 
for  refuse  collection. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  Al'T.hlk-CAKE  COMITTEE 
I  still  continue  to  act  as  Secretary  to  this  Committee, 


Councillor Gregory,  who  had  been  Chairman  since  the 
retirement  of  Mrs.  Pranuia,  died  in  November,  1 951 .  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Coimcil  for  I5  years  and  of  this  Committee  since  I942. 

the  year  four  families  were  allocated  Council  houses. 
Also  free  milk  was  supplied  to  patients,  and  a  number  of  patients  received 
help  through  a  voluntary  fund  administered  by  the  Committee, 


Donations  to  this  fund  are  received  from  local  people  and 
organisations  who  are  interested  in  the  work  Y/e  are  doing.  There  are  also 
Clubs  and  organisations  in  the  Borough  which  have  helped  needy  cases  by 
supplying  them  Y/ith  v/arm  underclothing  after  discharge  from  Sanatorium 
and  warm  sleeping  attire  prior  to  entry  into  Sanatorium. 

The  Committee,  v/hich  iwt  three  times  during  the  year,  has 
s^ngst  its  members  representatives  from  the  Borough  Council,  the  County 
Medical  Officer's  Department,  ViT.V.S.,  the  Nursing  Association  and  your 
Public  Health  Department,
